Miners Gather 


About midnight tho strikers began 


to gather on tho street corners am 
at five this morning fully ten thousam 
miners had formed a cordon about the 
two mine yards. 
They were expect 


ing a large number of non union men 
but contrary to expectations only fort> 
appeared on the scene. 


Are Set Upon 
These the strikers set upon with 


clubs and drove back. 
A large num- 


ber of them they captured and took 
away to parts unknown. 
One man, 


August Shech, was set upon and not 
only clubbed and ueaten, but 
was 


stabbed three times. 
It Is believed 


that he will die. 


Would Have Killed Him 


The mob would nave killed him but

Twelve or 
fifteen shots were Jlred, and It Is re- 
ported one man was shot, but he was 
slipped from tho scene before the po- 
lice arrived. 
Tho whites were vic- 


torious, driving the blacks from tho 
Held and wounding a number of them. 
Several white people were badly In- 
jured. 


Ten arrests have been made and 


others will be made as rapidly as the 
persons are found.- The police re- 
sponded to a riot call, hut on account 
01 the distance did not arrive till the 
fight was over. Officers of tho com- 
pany foar other outbreaks will follow.

SUGAR INDUSTRY 


THIS CROP NOT A FAIR TEST 


Dr. Bonsteel, the Expert from Wash- 


Tngton, Gives His Opinion Con- 


cerning tho Experiment. 


Dr. lionsteel, who Is In charge of 


the sojl survey of the area from Be- 
loit to Stoughton, embracing most of 
Rock and a part of Dane counties. In 
the course of his investigations has 
had occasion 
to note rather close- 


ly the condition of the sugar beet 
crops which have been set out near 
here. 
As a result of what he has 


seen he said that he did not believe 
that this year's crop could not bo 
taken as a fair test of the silccess 
which that Industry might have In 
this part of the state. 


Beet Sugar. 
"Beet sugar," ho said, "Is a new 


industry east of the arid and semi- 
arid districts of Nebraska where ar- 
tificial water Irrigation Is exclusive- 
ly employed to regulate tho water sup- 
ply. 
In these districts the largest 


crops arc obtained from humid condi- 
tions until the plants begin to ma- 
ture, and then the supply of mois- 
ture is decreased. 
This system gives 


the greatest percentage ol sugar 
to 


the weight of tho entire crop. 


The Experiment. 


"The experiments In this state arc 


therefore more or loss of an experi- 
mental nature, and they seem to be 
successful. 
There are several types 


of soil which wo have found In our 
work which are admirably adapted 
lor the beet sugar raising. 


"The sample fields in this section 


of the country seem to have been 
neglected during the extreme 
wet 


woatncr to care for the other crops 
and as a result they do not appear 
to be in very good condition. 
This 
year's crop therefore can not bo call- 
ed a fair test. 
At least two types of 


soil arc found which are good. 


"Tho climate conditions have yet to 


he Investigated, and that will come 
under a department with which I 
am 


not connected. 
More can bo told 


of the future of beet raising In Wis- 
consin in the course of a few years."

on him.

dove but Jesus saw the trinity of God. 
When God acknowledged him as his 
son In whom he was well pleased. 
many people heard only a sound like 
thunder. 


Speaks Through Nature 


It Is through natural things that God 


betrays Ills great truths.

"It will not be n short fight," said 


he. "It will be prolonged, and such ' 
prolongation will mean not only hard- 
ships for the miners and the women 
mid children dependent 'on them,' but 
It will have Its effect on the American 
people. The lunger this struggle con- 
tinues the greater will be the Increase 
In the price of coal." 


Sympathizes With Miners. 


Senator liannn said he considered

French Astronomer Describes Earth's 


Shade to Be of Greenish Black. 
Paris, Aug. 25.—Cninllle Klaimnar- 


Icn, from his observatory at JavlHy. 
reports that ho has rocn clearly the 
shadow of the earth, which is some- 
times seen In the east, at the moment 
when twilight fades Into night. 
It 


was an immense shade of greenish 
blank color that ascended slowly to- 
ward the zenith. 
It was of regular 


circular form, surmounted by a line 
of reddish light of weak Intensity aris- 
ing from the r»fractlon light In the 
atmosphere.

Whether thoy were Instant- 
ly criiiihi'tl to death, shut In and suffo- 
cated or slowly starved will probably 
never be known. 


A miner's outllt consists of several 


picks, a shovel, drills, tamping bar ami 
needle, lamp, powder can and his nec- 
essary clothing. Knee underground tho 
miners repair to their respective pliuv.i 
of work \\i\A6t the supervision of tin1 


mini.- boss. In addition to his many 
other duties the mine boss Is required 
to carefully Inspect every mining room 
nnd look after tli" safety of the men. 
lie must also watch out for firedamp. 
In large mines a lire buss Is constantly 
employed to test the roofs of the cham- 
bers for llredamp. With all these safe- 
guards explosions frequently occur. 


The danger from llredamp Is not so 


great as In former years. It has been 
lessened by Improved ventilation of 
mines. The greatest factor In the work- 
men's safety Is the uomtfplonlve lamp, 
with which a miner may fearlessly en- 
ter n pocket full of explosive pis with 
eiifety. 


Ill the old days It wna the custom to 


light the flredumii hi coal mines every 
night. It Is within the memory of old 
miners when It was the duty of one 
man to lire the gas In certain mines, 
especially those of continental Europe, 
BO that the explosion might be pro- 
voked and the mine made accessible 
and comparatively safe fur the men 
again next day. 


Wrapped in n covering of wool or 


leather, the face protected by n mask 
nnd the head enveloped In a hood like 
n monk's cowl, this man entered the 
noisome depths to perform the danger- 
ous task Imposed upon him. The tire- 
damp Is lighter than nlr and limits 
above It In the mine chambers. To 
keep ;:» much as possible In the area of 
resplrable air the "penitent." ns the 
man was called because of the resem- 
blance of his dress to that of n reli- 
gious order of the Catholic church, 
crawled on the ground, bearing beforo 
him ii long polo with u lighted tape on 
the end.
